Huffman Elementary is requesting grant funding for an additional 127 computers. These computers may include either
desktop, laptop, or netbooks as allowed for on the ASD Approved Technology list. 5% of the total award will be dedicated to
training and professional development associated with effectively integrating this equipment into the classroom environment.

Benefits if Project is Funded

Students need access to current technology and software in order to meet Alaska Standards in technology as well as access
to learning. In today's classrooms students need access to current technology and is an absolute must for teachers, staff and
students. Students utilize computers to access information, prepare meaningful projects, and create multimedia
presentations. Teachers require today's technology to provide meaningful instruction and rich learning experiences for their
students. Huffman will only have 60 functional computers in the entire school, which will severely limit learning opportunities
in the classroom, computer lab, library and other learning environments. In addition, many of our Tier Il and Il interventions
are computer based such as Lexia. With our current inventory of obsolete computers students and teachers cannot access
RTI intervention tools. This lack of computer and interactive board technology places Huffman Elementary far behind in
current instructional methodologies. This grant will put a bank of 5 computers in each classroom, bring our lab up to date, and
give access for specialists such as the ELL tutor.
